RACING GOES ON UNDER CONDITIONS THAT 
ARE DECIDEDLY DISAGREEABLE. 

Gentlemen Riders Show Disinclination to Contest in 
the Mud and Race Is Declared Off — Backer of 
Meeting Accused of Instigating Run-Ups. 



Columbia. S. C.. December 20. — Racing conditions 
could hardly have been more disagreeable than those 
which prevailed here this aftennM.ii. and as a result 
the .sport suffered materially, due to the lack of 
Interest and the meager attendance. Speculation was 
light, being confined to the regulars. The blcacher- 
Jikc grandstand proved wholly inadequate as a 
sheltering station, while the tent doing service for 
a betting ring was little liettcr. Because of the 
adverse weather and bad track, the gentlemen's race 
intended as a feature, was declared off and, as no 
other race was substituted, only live races were 
decided. 

The only Inefdents out of the ordinary that at- 
tended the racing consisted of the bidding up of 
Uncle Jimmie Gray and Tom Massie. after they 
had been returned winners. Considerable comment 
followed these runups, as ii was generally held that 
the bidding, whieh was don** by William Shields, 
was at the instigation of A1 Hereford, who is liuan- 
cially interested in the association, and who is 
operating one of the hooks. The latter is not 
taking his losses with good grace and some owners 
aver that he is resorting to the bidding up process 
on winners to deprive them of purses. I Tide Jimmie 
Gray was raised $205 over his entered price of $100 
and Turn Massie was bid to $905. an advance of 
$405 over his entered price*. Both horses were hid 
in for their respective owners. 

The confident support accorded Feather I>uste*r and 
his improveel showing in winning the closing dash 
in tin* handiest kind of fashion, aroused considerable 
comment. In his only forme*r essay here, he was 

be*ate*n off after failing to display much speed at 
any stage of the running. Tex lay be was hustled into 
a gooel b*aei at once and he ld his opponents safe 
- throughout. 

| Starter Janies Milton found occasion to discipline 
p a e,.:ipi, of the ciders today. Rob* tson and W i n 
wo].' both given a week's suspension and - 
other riders were cautioned te» lie more alert at the 
barrier. 

The first disqualification of the meeting in flat 
racing e*ame with the running of the third race*, 
in which third money was taken from Colonel 
Brown. The latter swerved across from tin* outside 
to the inside on the stretch turn, interfering with 
those behind him. The change in the placing gave 
Judge Howell third money. 

Uncle Jimmie Gray was lame going to the post 
for the second race and, after his victory, he pulled 
up limping. 

The race that called for gentlemen riders was 
declared off on account of the heavy going and dis 
agreeable weather. It will lx* run on Saturday, 
provided conditions are more suitable. 

The inconsistent running of Fort Worth in several 
of his recent starts caused Steward Nathanson to 
ask for an explanation from Ills trainer this morning. 
Nothing of special moment developed, but Mr. Nath 
nusou made it plain that the horse would have to run 
to his best form if his owner expected to continue 
racing him here.

Nearly a Million Dollars Paid for Thoroughbreds at 
the Annual Newmarket December Sales. 



The sale of thoroughbreds conducted at New- 
market, England, in tin* course of tin* second week 
or December, eclipsed all precedents in tbe amount 
oT business transacted. The sales were of all ages 
and Hasses of thoroughbreds, stallions, broodmares, 
yearlings, foals ami horses in training or ready for 
training. In all 5K3 w**r** sold for tin* enormous total 
or $947. OGo and an average of $1,009,40. In previ- 
ous December sales the closest approach to this 

colossal total in the last five years was made last 

year when 529 horses were sold for an aggregate of 
$798,335. 

Really the feature of the first day’s selling was 
furnished when James it. Keene's select bund of 
American-bred racers was sent into the ring. Of 

these all were not sold, reserve prices on Blarney 
Stone Havelock and Franconi leading to their being 
bought in at $5,250, $5,250 and $4,750, respectively. 
This probablv means that Mr. Keene has not retired 
from racing and that he will have a try for classic 
honors next year if all goes well with this trio. 

The six that were gold brought the fine total of 
8 020 guineas, the -equivalent of $43,444.80. and an 
average of slightly over $7,24o. The six and their 
buyers and prices were:

FORMER JOCKEY DIES IN PHILADELPHIA. 



Philadelphia, Pa., December 20. — narry B. Man- 
love, one of the best jockeys that rode at the 
Gloucester race track in the nineties, and known 
throughout the racing world, died last Saturday at 
his home, this city, 940 Wolf street. II** was 42 
years of age. For seven weeks he had suffered from 
uremic poisoning. Manlove was a popular and capa- 
ble rider in his day. Strange to say. Patrick Mc- 
Glade, who had first call on the jockey’s services 
for a long period, died on Friday last. Among tin* 
handicap horses owned by Mr. McGlade and ridden 
by Manlove were A. O. H., Keim, Edward F., Fern- 
wood ami Houston. 

The funeral services were held this afternoon. In- 
terment was at Evergreen Cemetery, Camden. 



New York. December 20. — On Deck, a horse that 
was raced with notable success by Bromley & Co.

ROUND THE WORLD IN FORM. 

W. G. Yanke’s Crack Filly Wins Overnight Handicap 
at Juarez Track. 



El Paso. Tex.. December 20. — Round the YY’orld. 
conceding weight to every starter in the race, won 
tin* overnight handicap at Juarez today in a manner 
that shows she has regained her l»est form. Out- 
paced by Follie Levy and I>r. Dougherty all the 
way to within fifty yards of the finish, she closed 
with a tremendous burst of speed and got up right 
at the end to win by half a length. 

Follie Levy showed more speed than she has of 
late and set a fast pace all the way. Dr. Dougherty 
made it interesting for her, however, and raced right 
along with her. With him out of the race, the Odom 
filly probably would have won. 

Favorites more than held their own during the 
day’s racing and the ring made no profit. 

Dudo was claimed out of the first race by G. II. 
Keene for $ti25. but il is more than likely that 
the claim was of the friendly order. 

Starter Cassidy suspended jockey Small for ten 
and gave Callahan five days tor disobedience at the 
barrier. 

A number of the races were attended by exceeding- 
ly close finishes and this caused considerable en- 
thusiasm among the spectators. 

THE CAREER OF A GRAND RACE HORSE. 

Isinglass, the famous stallion, the property of Mr. 
Derinot MeCalmout, has just died suddenly at 
Chevely Park Stud, Newmarket, at the age of 
twenty -one years. 

Isinglass, who was bred by the late Col. Harry 
MeCalmout, was foaled in 1890, and was a bay horse 
by lnsoiiomy — Deadlock. A romantic story attaches 
to his dam. She originally belonged to the late 
Lord Alington, and the value of YV unlock mares not 
then having been discovered, she was purchased 
from the last named by Captain Machcll for $95. 
Put to Trappist, she produced a good horse in Ger 
vas, but before the last-named could prove his abili- 
ties on the race course. Captain Macheli had dis- 
posed of the mare under the impression she was 
hardly worth keeping. Subsequently the captain 
made every effort to find her again, but be could 
discover no one to say what had become of her till 
one day he recognized her in the shafts of a farm- 
er’s cart. A bargain was soon struck, and he once 
more became her owner in exchange for a cart foal. 

Mated with lsouomy. Deadlock foaled Islington, 
and was then sold to Colonel MeCalmout for $2,500, 
a transaction which was destined to prove a splendid 
bargain, licr new owner again put her to lsouomy, 
and the result was the famous Isinglass, who in 
due course took rank with West Australian, Gladia- 
teur. Lord Lyon, Ormonde, Common, Galtee More, 
Flying Fox, Diamond Jubilee, and Reck Sand. as one 
of the few horses which have wou the Two Thousand 
Guineas, Derby, and St. Leger, and so gained the 
Triple Crown. 

Isinglass was a very lazy borso, and never in- 
clined to do his best unless pushed, and the late 
James Jcwitt, who trained him, could never get at 
tlie bottom of Hint in liis gallops at home. At two 
years of age lie won a Maiden Plate at Newmarket, 
the New .Stakes at Ascot, and the Middle Park 
Plate: and at three years, the Newmarket Stakes, 
as well as the three classic races open to him. Sit 
C. D. Rose’s unlucky horse Ravensbury being runner 
up to him in each of the latter events. The son of 
lsouoiny’s only defeat was sustained in this year, as 
lie failed to coneedi 10 pounds to the Duke of Port- 
land’s Raeburn in the valuable Lancashire Plate at 
Manchester, but he had La Fleche behind him. 

in 1894 Isinglass won all the “ten thousand pound- 
ers,” to wit, the Princess of Wales Stakes, Eclipse 
Stakes, and Jockey Club Stakes, and then put the 
seal oa a great career the following season by cap- 
turing the Ascot Gold Cup. after which he retired to 
the stud. Altogether ho won In stakes a total of 
$280,G75. which is more than any other horse has 
ever gained, although tin* Duke of Portland’s Dono- 
van captured only a matter of something over two 
thousand pounds less in two seasons’ racing. 

Isinglass won the richest prize ever run for on 
tin* English turf. viz., the Jockey Club Stakes of 
1894. which, with a surplus, amounted to $50,510. 
Next in value was the Prince of Wales’ Stakes at 
Leicester secured by Donovan, which was worth 
$55,000. 

Isinglass’ success at the stud was hardly com- 
mensurate with the ability he showed on Hie lace 
course, and unless his smart two-year-old daughter, 
Rolleisle, maintains the great promise of last sea- 
son. he will not have left behind him any horse 
which anywhere approached himself in point of 
merit. 

Only two classic winners stand to his credit, these 
N'ing Cherry l.ass. bred by W. Hall Walker, which 
wou the Oaks in 1905, and Glass Doll, bred by J. 
B. Joel, which won tlie same race two years later. 
In 1905 Isinglass headed the list of winning sires — 
the only occasion, by the way, on which lie did so 
— with a total of $124,400 to the credit of his stock, 
second to him being another sou of lsouomy in 
Gallinule, which is closely approaching his thirtieth 
year. Isinglass did even lietter in 1902. as his 

produce won $141,720, but tlie amount only sufficed 
to place Him third in the list to Persimmon and St. 
Simon, Imtli of which predeceased him. Altogether I 
his stork have secured in thirteen seasons a grand 
total of $741,205 odd in stakes, the largest contribu- 
tor being Cherry Lass, which wou during her racing 
career $75,935. 

Other good horses sired by tlie son of Isonomy in- 
clude Veles (a very smart two-year-old). Rising 
Glass (runner-up in the Derby and St. Leger of 
1902, having the misfortune to meet exceptionally 
good horses in Anl Patrick and Sceptre respectively). 
Glass Jug (second in Sceptre’s Oaks), Louviers (sec- 
ond in the Derby of 1900 to King Edward’s Minoru), 
Y'.tin Duchess. Glasalt (dam of King YY’illiamj, 
Baltinglass (winner of the Manchester November 
Handicap), Star Shoot (one of the leading sires in 
U. S. A. >, the afore mentioned Bellisle, and Lady 
Lightfoot (dam of this year’s St. Leger winner, 
I’rince Palatine.) — London Sporting Life.
